SAN PEDRO. 
Calf.,

Three officers and 41 men of the 
battleship Mississippi were swept to 
death at 11:45 a. rn., yesterday on 
the 
San 
Clemente 
fleet 
drill 
grounds, of this port, when a shell 
in one of the 14-inch guns of the 
ship, No. 2 turret, exploded prem a­ 
turely, according to semi-official in­ 
formation given out from the U. S. 
S. New Mexico flagship of the divis­ 
ion four of the fleet. 
Nearly a score or more were in­ 
jured by the flare-back that carries 
the terrific 
charge 
through 
the 
breech of the gun instead of out 
through the muzzel. 
The gun crew' 
were preparing to fire as one unit 
in the great sea fighters powerful 
broadside, when a sailor called for 
the electricity to be turned on for 
the charge. 
The switch wras thrown on to ig­ 
nite the shell before the breech was 
locked and in another mom ent the 
interior of the turret was littered 
with dead and dying. 
Hardly had the ech of the blast 
died 
away when the dreadnaught 
prow swung around, and the big 
ship raced full steam toward port. 
In the wireless room radio snapped 
out the tragic news to the hospital 
ship relief that was at anchor in 
the harbor forty-five miles away. 
Aboard the relief men and sur­ 
geons 
sprang 
into action. 
Decks 
and operating rooms were cleared 
for reception of the injured. 
Had the turret, which was revolv­ 
ing at the time of the explosion on 
the 
battleship 
occurred, 
remained 
in the position in which it w’as at 
the time of the explosion, the hang 
fire from the left gun would have 
gone into the center of the city of 
San 
Pedro, 
witnesses 
aboard 
the 
ship said. 
W hen the g u n n er’s hand, guiding 
the control was wrenched away by 
the explosion, the guns kept revolv­ 
ing and stopped as they pointed di­ 
rectly aft. 
Thus fortune probably saved the 
lives of many citizens and the de­ 
struction of much property in San 
Pedro. 
Lieutenant ack Kennedy, the ath ­ 
letic officer of the 
Pacific 
fleet, 
was among the first to help remove 
the injured and dead. 
He was at 
first reported killed. 
Ensign J. J. Leveasuer, officer on 
the Mississippi dove forty feet from 
the shell deck downu the shaft of 
the endless 
powder chain 
bucket, 
thus saving his life when the flames 
of the smokeless power spread its 
death. 
Lieutenant Zellers. 25, one of the 
three officers killed in the turret 
fire in No. 2 tu rret of the battle­ 
ship. leaves a wife at his home in 
Long Beach. 
He is not believed to 
have any children. 
His own city is 
said to be Atlanta, Ga. 
Ensign H. D. Smith from the U. 
S. S.. New Mexico was the first 
man to enter the turret No. 2 fol­ 
lowing the burning of the smoke­ 
less powder which sniffed out the 
lives of two score men. 
Upon entering the turret. Ensign 
Smith took with him an air hose 
which 
immediately 
caused 
the 
flames again to shoot forth. 
After 
flooding the turret the second time 
with water. Ensign Smith was able 
to enter. 
All of the men were dead 
at 
that 
time, their faces swelled 
and 
puffed 
almost 
beyond 
recog­ 
nition by the intense heat. 
Identifi­ 
cation m arks on their clothing were 
still discernable. 
Three quarters of an hour elapsed 
after the fire in turret No. 2 was 
observed from the quarterm aster's 
deck before the entrance into the 
red

charred bodies of the entombed men 
could be made by Ensign Smith.

A man by the name of Gloom from 
some place in Indiana was found by a 
New* York Times reporter in a hotel lobby 
in Cleveland following the opening of the 
republican convention. 
He seemed wil­ 
ling to talk and the reporter, anxious for 
something to write about, asked him a 
few questions as to what he thought of 
the keynote speech etc.. 
The answer so 
nearly expressed the exact thing that it 
ought to be broadcasted, not only by radio 
but in every other possible way. 
All the newspaper editors in the coun­ 
try today are dissecting Chairman Bur­ 
ton’s talk and giving their opinions as to 
its goodness or badness, from the various 
viewpoints.

PARTY GOVERNMENT PASSING? 


On the eve of the two great national 
conventions at w*hich candidates for the 
presidency will be named by the republi­ 
cans and by the democrats, the New* York 
Evening Post gives a picture of what is 
taking place in America at the present 
time with reference to party government. 
It is a striking statement of a develop­ 
ment which is perhaps the most signifi­ 
cant now in progress in our political life. 
Party government as we have known 
it in the United States from the founda­ 
tion of the government until now seems to 
be passing. 
Party control of congress al­ 
ready is non-existent. 
It may well be that 
the present contest will be the last in 
which the battle for the presidency will 
be between the republican candidate and 
the democratic candidate. 
As for the conditions which have been 
created at the national capital, here is the 
situation as the New York Evening Post 
conceives it: 
“In the past ten years we have 
come to a time when party majorities 
mean little or nothing in Washington. 
Blocs and stiff-necked minorities now 
rule where 
majorities 
once 
ruled. 
They 
tormented 
the 
sixty-seventh 
congress 
ai d 
made it one of the 
worst failures in our legislative his­ 
tory. 
“The record 
of the 
sixty-eighth 
congress has been even worse. Blocs 
have flourished and minorities have 
flowered. Congress at times has been 
a mob, following mob impulses. 
It 
has raided the Treasury, denied re­ 
lief to the taxpayer and the nation’s 
industries, and for six months has run 
with the hares and raced with the 
hounds in its vote hunting. 
“Issues have been dodged or unwil­ 
lingly faced. 
La cli of leadership has 
become a byword. 
Official leaders 
and 'whips’ 
in both 
houses 
are 
wearers of empty titles. 
They could 
hardly lead a blind sheep down an 
alley. 
“Party caucuses mean little. Party 
responsibility has become the fleer­ 
ing joke of the cloakrooms. The one 
question on Capitol Hill when a vote 
impends is not how this will affect 
the national interest or touch the 
party w*elfare, but 'How* will this af­ 
fect m e?’ 
“It is a commonplace 
of 
current 
speech that congressional responsi­ 
bility has broken down. 
Men every­ 
where realize congress no longer rep­ 
resents the general will of the na­ 
tion. 
They see one group represent­ 
ing the veteran, one the farmer, an­ 
other labor* and 
still 
another the 
manufacturer. They find a few*, how­ 
ever— and these are far betw*een— 
who think for, vote for and represent 
the interests rf more than IOO,OOO,- 
000 Americans. 
W hat we are seeing 
amounts to the collapse of the Ameri­ 
can theory A government by and 
through parties as we have known it 
for generations. 
“ Congress, a pale shadow* of its 
former self, has drifted to a Sargasso 
Sea, where all the winds blow* in cir­ 
cles and all the tides are cross-tides. 
As session succeeds session w*e are 
seeing that we cannot have govern­ 
ment by parties unless these parties 
are responsible, united, and disciplin­ 
ed groups.”

This action followed the ver­ 
dict of the coroner’s jury, which 
stated that the jurors 
found 
the 
deceased came to her death from a 
gunshot fired from a 32 revolver the 
bullet of which pierced her heart, 
and recommended that

Lunsford, who was with her at the 
time be held for further investiga­ 
tion. 
Lunsford will be given 
a 
pre­ 
liminary hearing before Justice of 
the Peace T. H. Fisher at 2 o’clock 
Friday afternoon, June 13.

The young woman was found in a 
dying condition by Mrs. Mable Mc­ 
Leod, of 1002 East Fifth street, from 
whom she rented rooms, shortly aft- j 
er noon Thursday. 
She died, with­ 
out speaking. Lunsford, 
who

been with her, left the scene, return­ 
ing to Sedalia twelve hours later 
with the intention of giving himself 
up to the officers.

The presidency of the republic is not re­ 
garded as a political office.

does. 
His part is to call a new premier 
into power w'hen the old one fails to main­ 
tain a majority in the chamber of depu­ 
ties.

When he took office, he announced that 
it would be his task to make the presi­ 
dency more than 
the 
formality it had 
been. 
He would be, not a passive occu­ 
pant of a high place, but the active leader 
of a nation. 
In unison with most of the rest of the 
world, the French 
electorate 
has been 
swinging to the left, and the parties mass­ 
ed on that more radical side now control 
the lower house of the French parliament. 
. Not content with demanding Premier 
Poincare’s head on a charger, they re­ 
quired that the president resign his of­ 
fice and permit the election of a succes­ 
sor. 
Millerand refused to go, so Mayor 
Herriot of Lyons, leader of the majority 
bloc, refused to form a cabinet. 
A makeshift government was formed 
under Francois-Marsal, which was prompt­ 
ly defeated by the Left, and it was made 
apparent that any other cabinet which 
was called by Millerand would meet the 
same fate. 
The government business of 
the nation was at a standstill, and the 
president did the only thing left to do; he 
resigned. 
So Millerand 
reaped 
the 
whirlwind. 
The action of the blocs which forced him 
out is no more in accord with the consti­ 
tution than his own political activities as 
president had been.

I. The Return From Captivity Pre­ 
dicted (Jer, 29:10-14). 
It seems that faLo prophets were 
flourishing in Babylon, telling the peo­ 
ple that they would speedily be re­ 
stored to their own land. To counter- i 
act this the Lord moved Jeremiah to * 
send a letter to the captives in Baby­ 
lon (Jer. 29:1-9). In this letter he ad­ 
vised them to settle down and quietly 
pursue their regular callings of Ufo 
and not to be led astray by false proph­ 
ets. 
I. The Length of the Captivity (v. 
IO). 
Their coming back was to be 
“after seventy years.” From Daniel 9:2 
it is clear that seventy years means a 
definite time. 
It dates from the time 
when the first company was taken cap­ 
tive among which Daniel was found. 
II. The Prediction of Captivity Ful­ 
filled (Ezra 1:1-11). 
1. The Proclamation of Cyrus (w. 
1-4). 
This was not by accident, but 
that the word of the Lord might be 
fulfilled (v. I). 
God never forgets. 
What He has promised He will do. It 
was by divine Initiation—the Lord 
stirred up the spirit of Cyrus. In his 
proclamation he ordered that all who 
desired should go back and build the 
house of the Lord God, and those who 
lacked this inclination should lend as­ 
sistance by making gifts of silver, gold 
and beasts. 
2. The Response to Cyrus’ Proclama­ 
tion (vv. 5, 6). 
The company which 
| returned was largely made up of rep­ 
resentatives of Judah and Benjamin. 
3. Royal Favors (w. 7-11). 
Gyrus 
brought forth the vessels of the house 
of the Lord which Nebuchadnezzar had 
carried away from Jerusalem 
and 
placed In the house of his gods. 
This, 
no doubt, greatly encouraged the Jews, 
for there were 5,400 vessels returned. 
III. The Temple Rebuilt (Ezru 3:8- 
6:15). 
I. The Foundation Laid. 
This was 
an auspicious occasion and was cele­ 
brated with impressive ceremonies. 
(1) Tile priests in their apparel (v. 
IO). The priests’ garments symbolized 
their consecration to the Lord's serv­ 
ice. 
(2) The priests with tr u m p e ts (v. 
IO). These trumpets were made of sil­ 
ver and were used in calling the peo­ 
ple together . 
(3) The Levites with symbols (v. 
IO). 
These were to furnish the In­ 
strumental music of the sanctuary, in 
accordance 
with 
the 
arrangements 
made by David (I Chron. 15:10-21). 
(4) They sang together by course 
(v. ll). This means that they sang to 
one another responsively. 
The one 
company sang, ‘‘The Lord is good.” The 
other responded, “For his mercy endur­ 
e d forever.” 
(5) Mingled weeping and shouting 
(vv. 12, 13). 
Some of the older men, 
who had seen the magnificent and glo­ 
rious temple of Solomon, which had 
been destroyed, wept much when they 
saw how’ far short the present founda­ 
tions came from the former temple. 
2. The Building Hindered (Ezra 4). 
The leading adversaries wore the Sa­ 
maritans, a mongrel people, the off­ 
spring of the poor Jews who were left 
in Palestine and the foreign people 
who were sent into Palestine after the 
Jews were taken captive. 
(1) 
An 
unintelligent 
pessimism 
(Ezra 3:13). Under the circumstances 
this was a glorious beginning and gave 
promise of great things for the future. 
Therefore it was no credit to the 
priests, Levites and chief of the fa­ 
thers to mar this occasion with their 
weeping. 
(2) Worldly compromise (Ezra 4:2. 
3). They said, “Let us build with you, 
for we seek your God.’ This is Satan s 
most common and effective method to­ 
day. 
(3) Open opposition by the world 
(Ezra 4:4-24). 
When refused a part 
in the work open opposition was re­ 
sorted to. 
3. The Temple Finished (Ezra 5:1-6; 
6:15). 
Through the ministry of the 
Prophets Hag gat and Zechariah the 
people were encouraged to resume the 
work of building the temple. 
IV. The 
Temple 
Dedicated 
(Ezra 
0:16-22). 
The ’people were united in this build­ 
ing program and came together upon 
its completion and solemnly dedicated 
It to God.
